CAPETOWN, March 28^-Latest ad- 


vices from Buluwayo state tfiat the son 
of he late King of Lobengula, wjio was 
banished frfem Matabejeland laetyeat;- 
las returned and- placed hlntBel! at" the 
head of the Insurgent Matabelea The 
latter have in some manner obtained 
possession of many rifles and a stock of 
ammunition, which, although not be- 
lieved to be large, is sufficient to en' 
able the natives to make a very much 
more effective flght than they did two 
years ago. Dispatches have been re- 
ceived from Buluwayo during the day 
asking that more arms and ammunition 
be hurried forward, as, though there 
are plenty of volunteers, there are not 
sufficient weapons to arm them. Scouts 
who have returned to Salisbury and 
Buluwayo report that the natives are 
gathering i nlarge bodies at different 
parts, and are herding together all the 
cattle available. They are being ex- 
cited by the medicine men, and a strong 
force will have to be employed to re- 
store order. 


Men are arming for the defence and 


for active operations against the rebels 
Mr. Cecil Rhodes is expected to arrive 
at Uwayo today, and will assume con- 
trol of the repressive measures. Busi- 
ness throughout Matabeleland is com- 
pletely paralyzed and will remain so 
until the revolution is crushed. Rein- 
forcements of mounted police are being 
drafted to Buluwayo and Salisbury, and 
additional Maxim guns are being, for- 
warded to both points.

KKTJGEB'S VISIT. 


Is Very Friendly With the Colonial 


Secretary. 


PRETORIA, March 27. — President 


Kruger issued an official denial of the 
reports which have found currency Irj 
England and cabled back here, that a 
strained condition of relations exist? 
between himself and the Colonial Sec- 
retary. President Kruger says further 
that he Has not declined to visit Eng- 
land. The burghers, he says, are leav- 
ing things entirely In the hands of the 
executive, instead of offering objections 
to the visit, as has been reported. 


HAVANA, March 21 (via Key West, 


Fife., March 21.)—The Government has 
suffered severe losses at Candelarta and 
C*yajabos, In Pinar del Rio, and its at- 
t*j«& t& check tto-wnrtwari march, of 
Maceb completely failed. Wednesday 
Colonel Francis with a column of 1,200 
troops fought Maceo amid the ruins of 
Cayajabos. Maceo used cannon. 


The details of the encounter are dif- 


ficult to obtain. The Government sent 
out a special ambulance train and eight 
train loads of troops for the relief of the 
columns of Francis, Inclan and Linares, 
which were badly routed. 


Colonel Francis was brought here se- 


verely wounded. Information from a 
reliable source says four captains and 
seven lieutenants are dead. The total 
loss of tfie Spaniards in killed, wounded 
and missing is over 200. The rebels are 
said to nave captured over a thousand 
rifles. 


Cteneral Weyler is nearly distracted 


between the failure of military opera- 
tions on one hand and the horrors be- 
ing, committed on the other. The report 
is insisted on that he will soon resign 
or be recalled. It is admitted on all 
aides that Weyler has proved a failure. 
The way matters are going recently has 
produced a great increase in the insur- 
gent ranks, and the Cubans are much 
encouraged.

Spanish Columns Open Fire on Each 


Other by Mistake. 


HAVANA, March 24.—Another ter- 


rible mistake, attended with loss of life 
and many soldiers being wounded, has 
taken place. In some manner unex- 
plained two columns of Spanish troops 
opened fire upon each other at midday. 
According to the few details received 
here, a column of troops commanded by 
Gen. Godoy and Col. Holguan, at Santa 
Rosa plantation, near Esperanza, prov- 
ince of Santa Clara, mutually mistook 
each other for insurgents, owing to the 
thickness of the sugar cane. Each de- 
tachment opened fire upon the other, 
and for ten minutes shots were ex- 
changed, resulting in the killing of 
seventeen soldiers, among them being 
Lieutenant Colonel Nuenmayer of the 
Navas batallion. In addition, five of- 
ficers and eighty-four soldiers were 
wounded. Two of the latter have since 
died and six others are mortally hurt, 
thirty-two seriously. Lieutenant Colo- 
nel Nuenmayer died while leading Eis 
troops on, shouting, "Long live Spain!" 
Owing to the fact that the meeting of 
the two columns took place at midday, 
the explanation furnished by the Span- 
ish commander is considered unsatis- 
factory. A court martial will fsllow.

Venezuela's Congresa Ready to Pans 


' Belligerency Recognition. 


CARACAS (Venezuela), March 21.-J 


There was great excitement yesterday 
in the Chamber of Deputies. General 
Palacio moved that Venezuelan Con- 
gress should meet to recognize the bel 
llgerency of Cuba. The crowded gallery 
cheered for free Cuba, Venezuela and 
the United States The motion was de- 
nied, though all the members said they 
were personally in favor of It. During 
the burning debate, however, it was al- 
lowed that President Crespo was the 
proper person to take the Initiative

Improvement of Honolulu Land. 


Rep. Robertson reported for the Judi- 


ciary Committee on House Bill No. 12 
relating to the improvement of land 
in Honolulu, as follows: 
~ "The object of the bill is explained 
by its title. 


"Section 3 provides that the fact that 


the land is in a deleterious condition 
when found by the Board of Health is 
conclusive and not revlewable in the 
courts, and that the nature of the im 
provement to be made shall be reviewa- 
ble only by the Minister of the Interioi 
and Executive Council. 


"No provision is made for giving tha 


land-owner a hearing. 


"To take a person's property in that 


manner would certainly be unjust and 
probably unconstitutional. 


"We therefore recommend that Sec- 


tion S be stricken out. 


"Section 7 provides for the foreclos* 


ure of Hens by suit in equity or by pub- 
lic sale We think that the latter por- 
tion of the section should be stricken 
out. 


"We recommend that everything in 


said Section, after tho word 'equity,' in 
line 2, be stricken out, that Sections 7 
and 8 be consolidated and numbered 
Section 6 Said Section would therl 
read aa follows 


"Section 6 Said Hen may be fore1 


closed at any time after six months 
and within three years from the 
of the noticfe last named by suit IrS 
equity. All such liens shall be pre- 
sumed to have been satisfied at the ex> 
piration of three years from the date of 
record. 


"We also recommend that the num- 


bers of the Sections be changed to con' 
form with this report 


'lAnd with these amendments we rec- 


ommend that the bill pass."

Stop Sunday Shooting. 


Rep. Bond reported for the select 


committee to whom had been referred 
a petition from certain residents of Ho- 
nolulu asking that a law be enacted to 
prevent target-shooting on Sunday. 
The committee found that petition, cov 
ered the same ground as House Bill No. 
18, and recommended that the same be 
laid on the table, to be considered witft 
the bill. Report adopted. 


Rep. 
Robertson reported for the se- 


lect committee to whom was referred 
House Bill No. 9, as follows: 


"Hon. D. L. Naone—Your select com- 


mittee on House Bill No. 9, an Act to 
increase -the width of certain streets in 
the district of Honolulu, beg leave to 
report thereon as follows: 


"We favor the passage of the bill with 


an amendment providing for the wid- 
ening; of Union street, which In our 
opinion Is very important, the present 
condition of that street being absolute- 
ly dangerous. 


"We recommend that line 2 of Sec- 


tion 1 be amended by Inserting after 
the word 'Beretania' tbe word 'Union* 


"We also recommend that the sched- 


ule be amended on page 6 by inserting 
after line 16 the following words: 
'Union street, 35.0 feet 
In width. 


North side, beginning at a point on 
the new makai line of Beretania street, 
north 40 degrees 25 minutes, west true 
96.5 feet from the present south corner 
of Beretania street and Alakea street, 
and running by the true meridian south 
88 degrees 18 minutes 30 seconds, west 


t, more or less, to the begin- 


ning of a curve; thence by a curve to 
the left 187.0 feet, the direct bearing 
and length of chord being south 74 de- 
grees .09 minutes, west 92.0 feet, to the 
end of the curve, at the extreme east 
corner of the Rook premises (Queen 
Emma estate), on the present north 
line of Union street 


Union street, south side, beginning 


at a point on the new makai line of 
Beretania street, north 46 degrees 15 
minutes, west true 56.0 feet from the 
present south corner of Beretania 
street and Alakea, and running by the 
meridian south 88 degrees 18 minutes 
30 seconds, west 620 feet, one foot more 
or less to the beginning ot a curve, 
thence Iry a-curve to the left, radius 
100.0 feet, the'direct'bearing and length.

"With these amendments we recom- 


mend the bill pass.

House Bill No. 9 brought up in sec- 


ond reading, section by section. The 
recommendations of the committee 
were adopted. 


Minister Cooper moved that Section 


5 be made in the form' of a schedule, 
and that it appear as such in the bill; 
also that the schedule be considered as 
read. Carried and bill then passed its 
second reading. 


Rep. Robertson moved that the 


House take up House Bill No. 12. Car- 
ried. 


Rep. Hanuna moved that tbe bill be 


considered section by section. 


When Section 3 of the bill was read 


Rep. Robertson objected strenuously to 
its passage. 


"I consider it manifestly unfair tq 


give such arbitrary rights to a body. 
The committee had recommended that 
the section be changed. If this is done 
the owner of any property condemned 
as being deleterious to health will have 
a right to appeal. The idea that any de- 
partment of the Government can de« 
clare a place unhealthy and the decis- 
ion be not revlewable Is certainly unt 
constitutional. The law might provide 
for the appointment of a commission, 
but I think the simplest way is to 
strike out Section 3 and amend Section. 
7. This would obviate the matter and 
make U equitable."

Would it not be well 
to have the law in such shape that the 
Board of Health could take immndlate 
action? I remember that during the 
cholera epidemic certain low land was 
found to contain cholera gjerms. The 
Board of Hoalth took immediate action 
and destroyed the taro. If the bandit of 
the Government are tied such con- 
demnation proceedings could be fought 
in tbe courts until the disease would 
become epidemic and would continue 
indefinitely. The Attorney-General IB 
here, and as he is supposed to be the 
fountain-head of legal knowledge, per- 
haps he will give an opinion. 


Rep.

In speaking of the matter Rep. Rich- 


ards referred to the present system of 
electric lighting in the city as being 
dangerous both to life and property. 
Honolulu was 
in possession of the 


worst, system that he had ever seen. 
The lines were In all sorts of condi- 
tions and shapes. They were nailed to 
houses, telephone poles, electrlOt^ht 
poles of the Hawaiian Electric Com- 
pany and some were nailed to nothing 
at all. Rep. Richards referred to a wire 
that had lost Its insulation. 
While 


looking at it he saw a" child catch hold 
of the wire. Had a current been pass- 
ing through the wire, the child must 
surely have been killed. It was as- 
tonishing that such a dangerous thing 
had been allowed to go on. The .com-i 
mittee had not considered it necessary 
to visit the electric light station; an 
inspection of the wires on the streets 
was enough. Rep. Richards said that if 
he had his way about it he would im- 
mediately give orders to stop the Gov- 
ernment electric lighting plant In his 
opinion $175 was too much pay for a 
man attending to the running of- that 
place. Men could be obtained for $125. 


Rep. Rycroft said he had been around 


with Rep. Richards and had found the 
electric lighting system in a most dan- 
gerous condition. In referring to the 
present inspector he said that the pri- 
vate corporation or company for Which 
that man was working would surely see 
that their work was properly attended 
to. Where did the Government come in? 


Minister Smith said that the state- 


ment that the system in Honolulu was 
a dangerous one was news to him. He 
had always understood that there was 
a great improvement He thought it 
was certainly an overstatement of tacts 
to say that the whole system was (dan- 
gerous to life and property. There might 
be certain places that needed repairing. 


Minister Smith, continuing, said he 


hoped the salary of the inspector would 
not be cut down to $125, as was recom- 
mended. He bad had experience with 
cheap men before. 


Rep. Richards was confident that a 


good man could be got for $125' a month. 


The matter was further discussed, 


and Rep. Rycroft accepted an amend- 
ment made by the Attorney General 
that the salary of inspector be placed at 
$150. 
He insisted on the rider intro- 


duced by the committee to the effect 
that fhe inspector attend strictly to the 
duties of the office. 


Rep. Rycroft objected to the change 


when the committee had recommended 
$125 as a salary sufficient to get a good 
man. 
There was no money to be thrown 


about in any such reckless manner. 


Item carried with the inspector's sal- 


ary at $125.

He Is a graduate of the School of Design In New York City, and waa recom- 


mended by Prof. Lafayette Sevey as assistant to Voeghtlin, the celebrated 
scenic artist. Mr. Stratemeyer has painted, many very nice pictures of Ha- 
waiian scenes, which have brought good prices. 


Since his employment in the Custom House he has proven himself a con- 


scienious person, and by his strict attention to business he has won the entire 
confidence of the Collector General. He has the respect of his associates, not 
one of whom but was pleased to hear of his advancement 


Mr. Stratemeyer was active in the revolutions of 1887.1889 and 1893. 


THE FLAG OF THE SALVATION ARMY. 


The flag of the Salvation Army, which waves wherever these members of the 


church militant carry on their work, is like all the accessories of the move- 
ment, distinctly an emblem of the creed that the Salvation soldier preaches. 
In this country of deference to the feelings of the people, "Old Glory" IB at- 
tached In miniature form to the corner of the Salvation Army flag. "Wnsnever 
the army marches out, the Salvation Army flag and the Stars and Stripes 
are carried side by side at the head of the procession. The broad band run- 
ning around the edge of the army flag is blue in color, symbolical of the purity 
of the heart that the army teaches as the first requisite of soldiership. The 
center of the square is red, typical of the blood that the army preaches "washes 
away sin," and the star in the center is symbolical, first, being yellow in 
color, of the fire that the army tells its soldiers they should possess, and, sec 
ond, of the stars that they will wear In their crowns in another world. It was 
this flag, waving from one of the towers of the army headquarters on Four- 
teenth street, New York, that gave rise to the report that the British flag had 
been flung to the breeze by the new army leaders.

Now that the time of the adjourn- 


ment of the United States Congress is 
assuming definite shape, the people of 
Hawaii will watch with renewed inter- 
est the progress of tEe cable bill. The 
arrival of a second company upon the 
scene has added a new complication, 
which may jeopardize the success of 
both companies in obtaining financia) 
assistance from the United States. It 
esems clear that the Foreign Relations 
Committee in both the House and Sen- 
ate favors the general scheme of laying 
an American cable to Hawaii, but it re- 
mains an open question whether the 
ardor of the opposition companies, to- 
gether with the unnatural economy 
that generally precedes a presidential 
election, will not result in the measure 
being put over to the next session of 
Congress. Private advices state that 
the cable bill was made the "special or- 
der" for the first of April in the House, 
thus bringing it up for decisive action 
from six to eight weeks previous to ad- 
journment It now remains to be seen 
•whether the advocates of the bill can 
succeed-in-accelerating the motion of 
the legislative wheels sufficiently to 
gain an appropriation from the present 
Congress. 


The New York Legislature has at last 


succeeded in passing the Raines liquor 
bill, which substitutes a liquor tax for 
the usual liquor license. The new law 
wipes out the local excise board and 
places the control of the liquor traffic 
in the hands of State officials. Any per- 
son may conduct a saloon who will pay 
an annual tax ranging, from $800 for 
the city of New York to $100 for commu- 
nities of less than 1,200 inhabitants. 
One-third the revenue from the State 
Liquor Department goes to the State, 
and two-thirds to the municipality in 
which it is collected. Local option is 
granted to towns, but not to cities, and 
no new saloon is to be established with- 
in 200 feet of a dwelling house without 
the consent of two-thirds of the prop- 
erty owners within the distance named 
The law has been opposed most strenu- 
ously, and has caused several Republi- 
can members to bolt the party caucuses. 
It may be regarded, however, as a step 
toward prohibition, provided the law is 
enforced. In New York City it increases 
the yearly expense of each liquor dealer 
about $500, and will result in cutting 
down the number of places where liquor 
is sold. It also places a responsibility 
on the property holders, and will serve 
to show up in the proper light certain 
property holders who are loudly for 
temperance, and rent their buildings to 
liquor dealers 
Even Neal Dow, the 


father of the prohibition movement, 
came \vithln the category at one time, 
and it is fair to suppose that New York 
is not without its representatives of a 
class who do not care to sacrifice finan- 


ehows that the total amount made up 
to March 1, at which time the grinding 
season was half over, was 63,298 tons, 
as against 319,326 tons at the same time 
last year. Doubling this for the whole 
season would give 126,696 tons, while 
last year the estimated yield was 1,000 - 


UOO tons, showing a decrease of 87 3 pei 
cent Even this scanty percentage will 
not be realized unless Gomez can bt 
driven out of the sugar producing disi 
Uicts, of which he now occupies four- 
fifths, as he has given orders that no 
bugar shall b»- made The statement is 
made with a degree of clreumstantiaJitM 
that argues thorough knowledge of the 
situation, and It is at least partially 
confirmed by the action of the Sugar 
Trust, reported last week, in buying 
up vast quantities of sugar in Germany 
Egypt and elsewhere It Is the most 
convincing argument for the success of 
the revolution that could be had, for 
it shows that the insurgents control 
practically all the revenue producing 
sections of the island." 


UMTED STATES (OX TRACT LAW 


A recent interpretation of the United 


States alien contract law, made by 
Commissioner General Stump of the 
Immigration Bureau and endorsed by 
the Secretary of the Treasury, will be 
received with no little Interest in this 
country, where the contract law stands, 
in some minds, as a disagreeable bar- 
rier in working out the annexation 
problem. 


Several English mechanics were de- 


ained in New York on the ground that 
they were contract laborers. Investiga- 
tion showed that they were sent to the 
country to set up cotton machinery 
made by parties In England and sold 
to cotton mill men in New England 
The machinery is new to the United 
States, and required men particularly 
acquainted with its construction to set 
It up and put it in operation. The Com- 
missioner of Immigration finally allow- 
ed the English contract mechanics tc 
land and proceed with their work oq 
condition that the original contracts be 
abrogated and new ones issued, par- 
ticularly setting forth the machinery 
o be erected, to whom sold, and strict- 
y limiting the work to be done. The 
men also agreed to leave the country 
mmediately on completion of the worto 
contracted for. 


This interpretation of the contract 


law compares favorably In some of Its 
issential points with the conditions un- 
der which t^e Chinese plantation la- 
)orers are now coming to this country. 
It would require a very slight change 
n our present laws to bring plantation 
aborers to Hawaii under the same con- 
conditions which the English me- 
chanics were allowed to go to the New 
England States, The decision has at 
east shown that the United States con- 
ract law Is elastic and may be stretch- 
ed to fit existing conditions. 


tained. Immediately the laws weie" en- 
forced the horsemen and the "bookiea" 
throughout the State set up a howl that 
horse racing would be killed and the 
inteiests of the stock farms seriously 
damaged But the reformers stood by 
their colors, pool selling and public 
gambling \vere reduced to a minimum, 
and we have yet to learn of the Stock 
farm that has made an assignment in 
consequence of the new order of af- 
fairs The "sports" have suffered, as 
they can no longer make money by 
bleeding young neophytos in a gamb- 
ling school that has ruined more than 
one young life With all the reforms, 
however. It will ba many a year before 
horse racing in New England is raised 
to the standard from which it dropped 
when th% public began to give way to 
the gambler. 


Hawaii is today In a position to pre- 


vent public gambling at horse races 
and athletic contest^. If our lawmakers 
delay passing strict laws simply be- 
cause it is claimed that the law cannot 
be enforced, they are putting the young 
men of the country In a dangerous po 
sition, to say nothing of jeopardizin 
honest sports. Gambling is inheren 
with the average human being, and tn 
average boy will wager anything from 
toothpick to a tin whistle before he I 
old enough to go to school; but it is th 
duty of the old members of the comma 
nity to place all the safeguards possihl 
around the rising generation, and 
out the evil by example as well as pre 
cepL Given a legal backing, the pedpl 
of this country can stop gambling, in; Jtp 
most flagrant forms.

LAW AGAINST GAMBLING. 


clal Interest

The arguments against the proposed 


amendments to the gambling law pre- 
ented In the House of Representatives 
in Wednesday have been rung, with va- 
rious changes in every State in the 
American Union, and every other place 
where an attempt has been made to put 
an end to public gambling at horse 
races and public contests of any kind, 
where the final outcome is attended 


•w ith a degree of chance. It is the same 
old plea. In the first place it is said 
that horse racing will die out if betting 
is stopped, and secondly that a prohibi- 
tory law cannot be enforced if passed. 


There has yet to be cited an instance 


where horse racing as a source of public 
amusement has not been accompanied 
by pool selling and outside betting, and 
the same can be said of every other 
sport known. Some years ago the State 
of Massachusetts passed strict laws 
against pool selling. Soon after the en- 
actment of this law the breeding of 
blooded horses received an Impetus, and 
with the extension came the construc- 
tion of race tracks throughout the State 
and the inauguration of racing meets. 
At the outset the general public at> 
tended the meetings and became deeply 
interested in the display of good horse- 
flesh and honest trials of speed. Soon 
betting crept in; pool sellers and their 
'ollowers increased, and honest racing 
disappeared the people attracted by tri- 
als of speed gradually withdrew from 
the races, the crowds in the grand 
stands decreased, and the pool sellers 
and "bookies" roped In the majority of 
he patrons The Interest In the indi- 
Idual races centered, not upon superi- 


ority of th«i horses but upon the manip- 
! ulations of the owners the drivers and 
the pool box

A very old and crude form of taxation 


is the poll tax. Every male of a certain 
age pays bis dollar, or whatever auto 
may be settled upon, no matter what hi 
income, be it large or be It small. Then 
there are other specific personal taxes 
which in this country amount to $5 pfc 
head. Further than this, we have"'a 
property tax, and, of course, 
censes and excise. 


The needs of the Government 


brought about the necessity of increas- 
ing the revenue, and we are ntfw face 
to face with the necessity of revising 
our tax list. Hence the very burning 
tax bill which is now before the Sen- 
ate, the House of Representatives am 
the country at large. The subject Is 
one of vital importance to every mem- 
ber of the community, be he rich or be 
he poor. 


It is hardly necessary to point out 


how unjust the personal tax-of $5 a 
head is, when compared with the taxes 
upon propsrty. We will say a laborer 
gets $16 per month, that is a total in 
come of $192 per annum; he has to pa> 
$5 tax, or at the rate of 2.6 per cent 
upon his gross earnings. Were so heavy 
a tax put upon property, there wouk 
be th« wildest and most melancholy 
wail from one end of the islands to the 
other. The tax upon corporation and 
other property is 1 per cent. Make the 
property owner pay at the same rate 
as the poor man, and even under the 
present method of assessment the in- 
come " of the Government from this 
would be more than two and a half 
times more. 


The vital point in the whole matter 


rests upon a better method of getting-at 
the values of property. 


The tables published Thursday afford 


much information in looking up this 
point. We have a list of thirty-seven 
sugar corporations ,with a nominal cap- 
ital of over $27,000,000 and a paid-up 
capital of $26,000,000—we avoid the odd 
figures and speak in round numbers— 
which pay In taxes a little over $100,- 
000. 


The sworn returns of the values of 


the sugar corporations to the Minister 
of the Interior are $15,674,668. The tax 
upon that figure should have been 
$156,764. Why wasn't it? The old tax; 
law is in fault, and It needs very care- 
ful consideration of the new tax law to 
see that such anomalies should not be 
allowed to exist. 


It is a case of make haste slowly 


The \ory utmost care should be taken 
over the bill and there should be no 
hasty action It should be argued fully 
and carefully, and plenty of time should 
be given for the public to understand 
the arguments and to give- their views

rumors that fill the air of Honolulu; 
rumors brought into existence by gos- 
siping tongues and having no firmer 
foundation than the medium by which 
they are circulated—irresponsible po- 
litical wind agents We have made the 
statement that the policy is dictated 
solely and absolutely by the editor all 
the way from ene to seventeen times, 
but we do not expect these statements 
will put an end to rumors. Only a ca- 
ble and a change of climate will ac- 
complish that. 


For the benefit of any and all officials 


having to do with this Government, we 
Will reiterate that the policy of the Ad- 
vertiser is absolutely in the hands of 
the editor, whom the courts, at least, 
hold solely responsible for any and all 
statements in the local and editorial 
columns. No member of the Execu- 
tive, no member of the Government dic- 
tates, outlines or is in any way respon- 
sible for the editorial statements re- 
garding diplomats, Government offi- 
cials or private citizens. The Adver- 
tiser supports the Government, but it 
is bound only by the ties of honest gov- 
ernment, and so long as honest govern- 
ment continues the Advertiser will con- 
tinue to uphold the men now keeping 
guard over the national destinies. The 
hands that guide the nation, however, 
do not nor have they ever attempted to 
guide the Advertiser. 
• Regarding the editorial comment ta- 
ken from the Washington Star, we 
would call attention to the fact that 
the article was published without com- 
ment and was simply reflecting the 
opinion of a paper published in the 
capital of the United States, the seat of 
the Government which the American 
Minister represents. It was an edito- 
rial comment taken from a paper as 
close to the political throne as any we 
know of. It was an American review 
of the situation, given to the people of 
Hawaii for' what it was worth. We re- 
gret most sincerely that the leading 
newspaper of the United States capital 
—the seat of the Government from 
which all United States officers take 
their orders—should feel called upon to 
make such statements. We regret 
many incidents that have occurred in 
this country upon which American opin- 
ions have been variously expressed and 
while the editor of this paper realizes 
his responsibility in connection with 
the affairs of this country, be cannot 
conscientiously take upon himself the 
task of answering for all that is said 
and done by the American public and 
the American newspapers.

THURSDAY, April 9. 


Senate met at 10 a. m., and after 


prayer and reading of the minutes, Sen- 
ator Waterhouss read a petition from 
the Y. P. S. C. E. regarding the sale of 
liquor. 


Senator McCandless, of the commit- 


tee, to whom was referred the amend- 
ment to section 5 of the tax law which 
provided that road taxes might be 
worked out on the roads at the rate of 
50 cents per diem, recommended that 
the amendment be not adopted, as it 
was not considered practicable. 


Report placed on the table to be con- 


sidered with the bill. 


Senator Lyman, from the committee 


to whom was referred the bill to pro- 
vide additional 
fire 
houses on the 


plains, reported favorably and recom- 
mended that the sum of $12,000 be ap- 
propriated for the purpose. The report 
was laid 09 the table, to be considered 
with the supplementary appropriation 
bill. 


A petition signed by twenty-four Chi- 


nese barbers, praying that the tax on 
their trade he not passed. Laid on the 
table, to be considered with the bill. 


Senator Waterhouse moved for a re- 


consideration of Sections 3 and 6 of the 
tax bill, which provide for the pay- 
ment of taxes by boys of a school age. 


Senator Brown opposed reconsidera- 


tion because if amended it would ma- 
terially reduce the revenue of the Gov- 
ernment. A young man of 18 is old 
enough to be at work, and can make a 
living and should contribute to the 
maintenance of the Government by 
paying road and poll taxes. 


Senator Waterhouse—I believe it best 


to reconsider, because it would then be 
sent to a committee and the details 
could be carefully gone over. I believe 
we can do better by making the limit 
between the ages of 20 and 60 than we 
can by allowing it to remain 17 and 50, 
as it now is. 


Senator Brown moved the item pass 
as in the bill. 


Senator McCandless agreed that 20 to 


60 was better because it was inconsist- 
ent to make a man pay poll tax, which 
was really for the privilege of voting, 
when-according to the Constitution he 
was not granted right of suffrage until 
he arrived at maturity. 


Senator Waterhouse • seconded 
the 


motion, because the-fcwp sections could 
be made uniform. 


Minister Damon was sorry to notice 


a desire to change these sections of the 
bill. It should be the aim of the Sen- 
ators to Increase rather than decrease 
the revenue. It will make unnecessary 
trouble and confusion for the tax as- 
sessors and a loss to the Government 
in the collection of taxes. 


Senator Waterhouse—The Minister is 


away off. It Is not the tax collector 
who has trouble, but the outside man 
who collects $5 and pays over $3. It is 
the amount that is now lost that would 
be affected. 


Senator Baldwin—I think the mem- 


ber is mistaken; this law has been in 
operation—well, ever since the creation 
of the Government. When a young 
man reaches the age of 17 he can earn 
as much money as one of 25. There is 
no reason why, at that age, he should go 
to school; he should be at work. I be- 
lieve it would be best to defer the mat- 
ter so it will go to a committee. - . 


Senator Waterhouse seconded 


Senator Baldwin coincided with the 


previous speaker. There are very fe-w 
people living here who want work but 
who can get it on the plantations. It 
is not tho same as in other countries; 
men can get work if they want it 


Senator Hocking—The Senator's ar- 


gument is inconsistent. If he was put 
in jail to work out his taxes he is as apt 
to be lazy as if he was free. 


Senator Wright—I agree with the 


Senator from Maul (Hocking). If I was 
Supervisor 1 do not think I would have 
any trouble getting 50 cents' worth of 
work out of a man in a day of ten hours. 
I have no doubt Senator Baldwin gets 
50 cents' worth of work ont of the men 
on the plantation in a day. (Baldwin— 
We are not Supervisors). 


Senator Brown—I object 
to 
the 


amendment for another reason. 
It 


throws too much power into the hands 
of one man. I do not wish to be under- 
stood as saying the road supervisors 
would take advantage of it, but how 
easy it would be for him to sell a cer- 
tificate for five days' work for $2.50 
when the work would not be done at 
all. 


Senator Schmidt—The amendment is 


in the hands of experienced men, and 
I am willing to leave It to them. My 
sympathies are always with the poor, 
and I Know the committee will do what 
is best. 
| 


On call of ayes and noes the report i 


of the committee was adopted. 


Senator Brown moved that the re- 


port of the committee on Section 16 be 
adopted. 


Minister Damon—I would suggest, 


Mr. Speaker,- that It would be wise to 
have the net profits and gross reve- 
nue 6f corporations from all sources be 
considered. In this matter we are not 
dealing with individuals, but with soul- 
less bodies. If a corporation be under 
obligations to anyone the net profits 
could be reduced to nil. It is an easy 
matter to have alleged expenses eat up 
the profits so that there would be noth- 
ing in the way of dividends for the 
stockholders. 
This might easily be 


done through items of rebates, commis- 
sions, freights, 
etc 
The Assessor 


should have access to the figures rep- 
resenting the gross revenue as well as 
the net. The net profits are not enough 
for him to be guided by. He would 
move to amend the following para- 
graph: "In estimating the aggregate 
value of such enterprise for profit there 
shall be taken into consideration the 
net profits made by the same, and all 
other facts and considerations which 
reasonably and fairly bear upon such 
valuations," by adding thereto thess 
words, "also the gross revenue from all 
sources."

$2,000,000 
more 


(which does not appear clearly in your 
exhibit) fails to satisfy the unsuspect- 
ing, taxpayer who in making his returns 
takes oath that the cash value of his 
property as made by him is true to the 
best of his knowledge and belief, and 
acting in good faith returns his proper- 
ty at its full cash value. 


It Is a well known fact that the 


masses In this country are forced to 
pay 1 per cent, upon the full cash value 
of their real and personal property. If 
1 per cent, taxes should be collected 
from all property on the same basis of 
value, the taxes from the sugar in- 
dustry and "business corporations" 
would exceed $300,000 per annum. 


It is to be hoped that the present 


Legislature ' will give this important 
matter the attention it deserves, and 
look to the proper source for the neces- 
sary income of the country, rathr r than 
to waste time in by-paths seeking to 
squeeze a few hard-earned dollars from 
physicians and barbers and others who 
already, contribute more than tb^ir 
share to the public revenue. 


The property of the Oahu Railway

But the question of int'TPst to 


be drawn from an exhausted treasury 
will then appear to be another mattei . 
This country is one of the richest in 
the world. There is no good reason 
why its debt could not be consolidated 
at 4 per cent With a proper adjustment 
of taxes there would be ample revenue 
to meet current expense, interest on 
bonds, and still have a surplus of $300.- 
000 to $500,000 a year to spend in per- 
manent improvements. 


Speaking, of the taxes paid by the O. 


R. & L. Co. brings to mind a remark 
made by a prominent gentleman in 
this city, who said: "Think what the 
Government has done for the O. R. & 
L. Co." 


As this impression seems to exist to 


some extent, thajt the Government has 
done a great deal for the railway com- 
pany, for which it may or may not ever 
be rewarded, permit me In this connec- 
tion to mention a few Important facts 
which may be acceptable to those who 
care to know the truth. 


Prior to the extension of the railway 


to Waianae, the Government had paid 
to the O. R. & b. Co. In round numbers 
$11,000 subsidy, during which time the 
Government received an increaseof tax- 
es of over $40,000 from business which 
grew out of the efforts of the O. R. & L.

Mr. Roesch has adopted for his in- 


vention the old principle of treadmills, 
and It can be made to run an unlimit- 
ed distance. 


Mr. Roesch has completed models of 


his invention and submitted them to 
the managers of several plantations, 
•who have approved them. 
Patents 


have been obtained for the Hawaiian 
Islands, and applications have been 
made to have them cover the United 
States. 


The carrier is intended for the re- 


moval of cane from the cane fields to 
the mill, whether the grade be up or 
down, and it is destined to supersede 
the costly expense of bullock teams

over rough ground. It is estimated 
that it will do as much work In one 
hour as twenty-five bullock carts can 
accomplish in a day. 


It is built somewhat on the principle 


of flume with a movable bottom. The 
flume box can be made twelve feet 
long, so that they can be easily handled 
when it is necessary. The flume box 
is mounted 
on trusses twelve feet 


apart. On each of the carriers is a 
driving wheel eight feet in diameter. 
These wheels are made so that it is 
impossible for the cable to slip, as they 
are divided up into equal parts of four- 
tf.-en inches, flat surface, so that there 
48 from jflve ta six of tbe boards on a 
steady strain all the time while the ma- 
chinery is in motion. The wheel near- 
est the mill is connected by a-belt to the 
«Hgine, by which power is introduced to 
the carrier. 


There is a double cable supported by 


fourteen-inch carriers, which go on 
rollers through the flume boards and 
around the driving wheels to prevent 
4lU>pin£v, Tie.c4bleA^rtll be. %-inch 
steel-wire roller, are 2% inches, work- 
ing in-a %-inch. steel pin in plates. 
These are fastened with screws, four 
on -each plate, and the rollers are of 
wood; the plates are malleable iron. 
The boxes are fourteen feet across the 
bottom, with ten-inch-high sideboards. 
* The Roesch carrier is constructed on 
the plantation at a reasonable cost; it 
is estimated after careful study that 
one of these carriers can be construct- 
ed at a cost not to exceed $5,000 per 
mile; two miles would cost but little 
mere, as the same wheels and power 
are used. 


A point in favor of this carrier, and a 


matter that has been a stumbling- 
block in the way of former methods 
tried, is that the wind has no effect on 
it. Some time ago an island planta- 
tion expended $36,000 on a scheme 
which ultimately failed on account of 
the strong prevailing winds at that 
point. The cane is thrown In In the 
same 
manner 
as a common water 


flume, and will be conducted along the 
same way. Wood, feed, etc., can also be 
carried in the same manner. 


Mr. Roesch proposes to build a coal- 


carrier, to be used in loading island 
steamers; it will be somewhat similar 
in construction to the cane-carrier, 
the difference being in the carrier 
boards and wheels. Mr. Roesch is away 
at present on Hawaii on business in 
connection with his patent.

WOULD BE WRONG fO REPEAL. 


Whnt Can 
Its Plucw - Evils of 


Jt*ro-ttHullou Must Be Cliecktxl— Law 
Mlifbt Be More Stringent — More 
Krequent Inspection Advised Here 


At the 
meeting of the Board of 


Health on Wednesday, President W. O. 
Smith announced that he had invited 
several members of the Legislature to 
be present, in order that they might 
hear the opinions of the members of 
the Board on the proposal to repeal the 
Act to Mitigate. 


Rep. Bond, chairman of the House 


committee to whom the new Act was re- 
ferred, said he would be gjad to hear 
anything the physicians might have to 
say. 


In response to a question by the pres- 


dent, Dr. Day said he had decided ob- 
ections to any change being made that 
would abandon the law. It was as nec- 
essary here under the circumstances as 
anything else on the statutes. Last year 
we had an epidemic of cholera, which 
cost a great deal of money to stamp 
out, and the lives of sixty-eight per- 
sons. "If the reports were examined I 
am confident more than that number 
die every year here of syphilis. There 
are five women in the hospital today be- ! 
ng treated for syphilis, and sent there 
hrough this very Act to Mitigate. If it 
were not for that those women would 
be transmitting the disease to men in 
.he community. I do not think the mor- 
als of Honolulu or any other community 
can be improved by statute; it must be 
by some other way." 


Dr. Wood .coincided with Dr. Day. 


The Act could have no effect upon the 
morals of the community. It does not 
make women prostitutes, nor does it 
send men into their houses. When there 
s a better law, repeal this one. "I ob- 
iect to tearing down the old house until 
the new one is ready to occupy." 


Dr. Emerson opposed repealing the 


aw, even though it be a poor one; it is 
better to have it than to have none at 
all. "As to the moral side of the ques- 
tion, all that has been said is in favor 
of it. Disease does not improve the 
morals of a community, and a diseased 
child is more apt to be a law-breaking 
person than one who is healthy." 


Theo. F. Lansing thought the doctors 


had expressed the thing clearly. He 
did not see how the morals of the com- 
munity can be improved by taking stat- 
utes from the books. Every man who 
has a mother, wife or sister can do a 
great deal in missionary work among 
men who live with women and are not 
married to them. Illegitaimate children 
are born to these people and taken into 
society. If this very thing was frowned 
down, he believed the standard of mor- 
als would be elevated. He had not stud- 
ied the question carefully, but as far as 
he had gone he had failed to see where 
any good can be done by repealing the 
Act. 


Dr. Wood said much of the disease 


from such causes comes from unregis- 
tered women. "Repeal the Act and you 
will have 110 mort on the streets to 
spread the disease." 


R. W. Myers though that prostitution 


could not be stopped, and it was better 
to make the evil as light as possible. 
If the Act to Mitigate had been passed 
ten years before it was there would be 
50,000 more Hawaiians here than there 


e. 
Rep. Rycrolt stated that he had a 


conversation with Dr. McKibbin on the 
subject, and had learned from him that 
I'or a whole year, owing to a shortage in 
the appropriation ,the law was uot in 
operation, and the increase In venereal 
disease was large. 


In answer to a question as to the 


probable result of repealing the law, 
Dr. Wood gave it as his opinion that the 
women would go into privacy and ply 
their trade. The men who solicit for 
them now would do so then, and he 
would like to suggest that severe meas- 
ures against solicitation be adopted. 


Minister Smith—The whole agitation

That was stopped and they afterward 
sat in the windows.

Some Pluus for Increasiuff

HONOLULU, April 8, 1896. 


Hon. W. C. Wilder, President of the 


Senate, Sir:—Your special committee, 
to whom was referred Senate Bill No, 
2, relating to Internal taxes, report that 
they have had the same under consid- 
eration and recommend the following 
amendments thereto, viz.: 


First—That Section 16 of said Act be 


amended so as to read as follows: 


"Section 16. All real and personal 


property and the interest of any II 
son in any real or personal property 
shall be assessed separately as to each 
tern thereof, for its full cash value. 


"Provided, however, that in all cases 


where real and personal property or 
ieveral classes or kinds or parcels of 
real or personal property, respectively, 
are combined and made the basis Of an 
enterprise for profit, shall be assssaed 


a whole on its fair and reasonable 


aggregate value. 


In estimating the aggregate value of 


each such enterprise for profit there 
hall be taken into consideration the 
net profits made by the same, affd' Bli- 
ther facts and considerations which 
easonably and fairly bear upon such 
aluation. 
! " 


In ascertaining the aggregate value; 


f the property constituting an enter- 
irise for profit for the purpose indlcat-. 
d by this Section, there shall be ex- 
luded therefrom the value of shares, 
n other Hawaiian corporations, held or 
wued by such enterprise, and all prop- '• 
rty 011 which specific taxes are levied. \ 


And further provided, that when any 


-eal estate or house is rented or leased,; 
the sum of eight years' rental of the 
same shall be the assessment value of 
uch real estate or house, unless such 
aluation shall be manifestly unfair or 
injust" 


Second—By adding a new section af- 


er Section 66, to be called Section 67, 
o be worded as follows, viz.: 
•. . 


"Section 67. If any of the property 


>y this act directed to be returned shall 
onsist of real or personal propertyyor 
»everal classes or kinds or parcel».;of 
eal or personal property, respectively, 
which are combined and made the basis 
of an enterprise for profit, the person 
making the return shall give a detailed 
description of such property and state 
he aggregate value thereof, taking Into 
onslderation the net profit made by the 
same; and all other facts and consid- 
erations which reasonably and fairly 
>ear. upon such valuation. 
" 


•He shall state what, if any, the net 


profits of such enterprise have been 
luring the twelve months next preced- 
ng; and, if known, what sale or sales
